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REBOUND  TO  NEAR  RECORD  LEVELS

U.S.  dairy  cattle  exports  in  1977  totaled  72,305  head,  up 
15,989  head  from  the  1976  level  of  56,316  and  less  than 
1 ,000  head  short  of  the  record  established  in  1 97  5 .  The  total 
estimated  value  of  1977  shipments  is  $57.6  million. 

Exports  by  Area 

Smaller  shipments  to  Mexico — in  part  because  of 
devaluation  of  the  peso — lowered  U.S.  exports  to  North 
America  slightly.  However,  Costa  Rica  and  El  Salvador  are 
building  dairy  herds  and  registered  sizable  increases  in 
imports  of  U.S.  breeding  stock. 

South  American  imports  of  U.S.  dairy  breeding  stock 
were  up  from  1,441  head  in  1977  to  2,815  head  in  1977. 
Brazil,  Colombia,  Venezuela,  and  Peru  were  substantial 
importers. 

Exports  to  Europe  jumped  to  9,587  in  1977  from  3,845 
head  in  1976.  Hungary,  again  the  biggest  market, 
accounted  for  7,270  in  1977  compared  with  only  1,531  in 
1976. 

Libya  and  Tanzania  were  the  only  importers  of  any 
significance  on  the  African  Continent,  taking  412  and  143 
head  respectively. 

In  the  Middle  East,  Iran  was  the  leadin  importer  taking 
9,512  head  out  of  a  total  of  10,120  head  of  U.S.  dairy 
breeding  cattle  exported  to  this  area.  Late  in  1977  Iraq 
imported  348  head.  Currently,  Iraq  is  tendering  for  600 
head  and  indications  are  there  will  be  additional  tenders  in 
1978. 

The  Republic  of  Korea  was  the  leading  Asian  importer, 
accounting  for  11,308  of  the  11,968  head  of  U.S.  dairy 
breeding  cattle  exported  to  Asia.  The  Korean  Government 
has  made  a  strong  commitment  to  building  a  dairy  industry 
and  has  projected  imports  of  dairy  cattle  in  excess  of  20,000 
head  per  year  through  1982.  The  Japanese  market,  taking 
660  head  in  1977,  remained  an  important  market  for  high 
quality  dairy  breeding  stock. 


Exports  by  Breed 

Holsteins  were  again  the  leading  U.S.  export  breed, 
accounting  for  68,098  head  or  94.8  percent  of  total  exports. 
Holsteins  were  followed  by  Brown  Swiss,  Jersey,  Guernsey, 
and  Ayrshire.  The  Holstein  and  Jersey  breeds  accounted 
for  the  1977  increase  in  exports  of  15,989  head.  Holstein 
exports  were  up  16,015  head,  while  Jersey  were  up  528 
head.  Exports  of  Ayrshire,  Guernsey,  and  Brown  Swiss  all 
decUned  in  1977  from  the  1976  level. 


Exports  by  States 

Forty-seven  states  plus  Puerto  Rico  shared  in  the  1977 
export  market.  Wisconsin,  with  the  largest  concentration 
of  Holstein  cattle  in  the  United  States,  was  again  the 
leading  exporter,  accounting  for  10,637  head.  California 
was  a  close  second  with  10,181  head,  followed  by  Missouri, 
Texas,  and  Minnesota.  These  five  leading  export  States 
accounted  for  51.8  percent  of  total  exports. 


Outlook 

World  demand  for  U.S.  dairy  breeding  stock  continues 
to  be  strong.  Exports  of  U.S.  dairy  breeding  stock  in  1978 
could  exceed  1977  exports  of  72,305  head.  Overall, 
shipments  to  Hungary  are  expected  to  be  less,  shipments  to 
Korea,  Iran,  and  Iraq  are  expected  to  register  sizable  gains. 
Demand  in  Central  and  South  America  is  expected  to 
remain  active.  The  Mexican  market  continues  to  be  strong. 
Total  value  of  U.S.  dairy  cattle  exports  should  show  a 
substantial  gain  as  prices  in  the  United  States  have 
strengthened  during  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  1978. 


Data  presented  in  this  circular  are  based  on  health 
certificates  issued  by  the  USDA  Animal  and  Plant 
Health  Service  for  animals  for  export.  Not  all  of  these 
animals  may  have  been  exported.
